Non-Discrimination Bill Introduced in PA Senate 


April 12, 2007 — The Pennsylvania Senate 
introduced an LGBT non-discrimination 
bill on April 10, 2007. The bill, SB 761, 
has now been assigned to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee for consideration. 

The legislation would amend the Pennsylvania 
Human Relations Act to prohibit discrimination 
in employment, housing and public 
accommodations on the bases of sexual 
orientation and gender identity or expression. 

Sen. Pat Browne (R-Lehigh, Monroe, 
Northampton) and Sen. Vincent Hughes 
(Montgomery, Philadelphia) are the 
prime sponsors of the Senate bill. This is 
the third session that the legislation has 
been introduced. SB 761 has a record 
number of co-sponsors with 21 out of 50 
Senators signing on to the legislation. 



Equality Advocates Pennsylvania is coordinating 
the Value All Families Coalition to see that 
this legislation is passed into state law. The 
coalition is comprised of LGBT organizations, 
civil rights groups, labor unions and religious 
organizations, among others. In addition to 
Equality Advocates, the ACLU of Pennsylvania 
and the Womens Law Project took the lead 
advocacy roles in the Senate. The bill is 
also being supported by the Pennsylvania 
Human Relations Commission which has 
unanimous, bi-partisan support for the bill. 


Equality Advocates will he working with 
elected officials and allies to introduce 
similar legislation in the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives this year. 

While some of our states residents and visitors 
are covered by local ordinances (Allentown, 
Easton, Erie County, Harrisburg, Lancaster, 
Lansdowne, New Hope, Philadelphia, 

Pittsburgh, Scranton, State College, Swarthmore, 
West Chester and York), LGBT people can be 
discriminated against without any recourse 
by simply crossing the city, county or borough 
line. The lack of uniform policy across the 
state also leads to confusion for LGBT people 
and employers, landlords and businesses.

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A Vaccine to Save Your Rear & Possibly Your Life

If you haven’t heard by now about the 
new vaccine against human papilloma 
virus (HPV) called Gardasil, you might want 
to get to know about it whether you are a 
woman or a man. You probably have seen 
the television commercial for this vaccine 
where girls chant “I want to be one less.” 

Cervical cancer 

Gardasil is a controversial vaccine produced 
by Merck and Co., Inc. that was approved by the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA) in June 
2006. It can protect women against certain strains 
of HPV that can cause cervical cancer — the 
second most common cancer in women and the 
7th most common cause of death from cancer in 
women. The U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) estimates that about 20 million 
people in the U.S. are infected with the HPV virus. 

Gardasil is currently the only HPV vaccine 
approved for use in girls and women age 9 to 
26. However, Gardasil will not be the only HPV 
vaccine for long as another pharmaceutical 
company, GlaxoSmithKline, is currently in final 
testing for its own vaccine called Cervarix. Since 
the approval of Gardasil, several states have 
moved to mandate the inclusion of the vaccine 
into routine school vaccination programs. But

this move has spawned much controversy since 
the optimal time to administer the vaccine 
is in the pre-teen years so that it can provide 
protection prior to the onset of sexual activity. 

Most would think that a vaccine that can stop 
a person from getting a type of cancer would 
be a good thing. However, many conservative 
organizations such as the Family Research Council 
have come out against the vaccine. Their logic 
is that vaccination against HPV would promote 
promiscuity and pre-marital sex in teens. But, does 
wearing a seat belt make you drive more recklessly? 

Other critics view the mandated vaccination 


with Gardasil as an intrusion on parental rights. 

I lowever, most pending state measures do give 
parents the right to opt out of vaccination programs. 

Currently many healthcare professional are 
doubtful whether Gardasil — which costs $360 per 
3-shot regimen — will prove to be cost-effective if 
provided to boys (and/or men) as well. However, 
the healthcare community is asking “But what 
about the vaccine’s effectiveness in preventing 
anal cancer, throat cancers, and genital warts 
in boys and men?”Throat and anal cancer 

While men do not have cervixes and therefore 
cannot get cervical cancer from HPV, they can 
spread the sexually transmitted virus and are 
vulnerable to other cancers caused by HPV. A 
study released recently from the Johns I lopkins 
Bloomberg School of Public 1 lealth shows that 
HPV (particularly strain 16) is also a leading factor 
in throat cancer, which can affect both men and 
women. Other studies have shown that HPV can 
contribute to cancer of the penis and the anus. 

Although anal cancer can affect anyone (gay or 
straight, men or women), it is more common among 
men with histories of receptive anal intercourse. 

It has been estimated that the annual rate of anal 
cancer from HPV is about 35 cases per 100,000, and 
perhaps twice that for people infected with 1IIV. 

In addition, healthcare experts say that the anal 
cancer rate for gay men is similar to cervical cancer 
rates before the advent of Pap smears, a test that 
can be used to detect precancerous abnormalities. 

In recent years, some primary care doctors have 
advised their gay male patients to undergo anal 
Pap smears as part of routine preventive care. This 
news has led gay men in many large metropolitan 
areas such as London and San Francisco to seek out 
the HPV vaccine. To aid their effort, new research 
into the usefulness of HPV vaccines in men and 
people infected with HIV has been undertaken. 

A vaccine similar to Gardasil that was made from 
a fragment HPV was found to be safe for use in HIV¬ 
positive patients with precancerous anal lesions, 
according to the results of a study published in 
2006 in the journal AIDS. The study provides some 
preliminary evidence that a vaccine may be useful 
in HIV-positive patients. Precancerous lesions, such 
as those found in the 15 HIV-positive patients in the 
study, can progress to anal cancer if left untreated 
and these types of lesions can be more common 
in gay men than in the general population. These 
lesions are also common among HIV-positive 
men and women, and do not usually resolve after 
patients start taking medications against HIV. 

Currently available treatments for precancerous 
anal lesions include removal with surgery or 
other chemical treatments. Unfortunately, these 
are not completely successful, particularly where 
the lesions are widespread in or around the

anus. Gardasil may be a new tool doctors can 
use to fight not only cervical cancer, but anal 
and other cancers caused by HPV as well. 

As with prescription drugs, doctors in the 
United States can administer Gardasil ’off label” 
to anyone, since FDA approval is for advertising, 
marketing, and distribution, but medical doctors 
can use any drug or vaccine however they feel is 
most appropriate. In Hurope Gardasil is already 
available for all children (boys and girls) age 9 to 15. 

In the United States, Merck is sponsoring clinical 
trials of Gardasil in 4,000 men, including 500 gay 
men. The first results are expected by the end of 
2008. However, recruiting gay men has been a 
challenge since the vaccine is intended to prevent 
an initial infection with HPV. Unfortunately, many 
people become infected with HPV during their 
first few years of sexual activity. So, for the part 
of Merck’s study in gay men, Merck is recruiting 
men ages 16 to 26 who have had no more than 
5 sexual partners. In effect, the gay men in the 
study have to be men who have sex with men, but 
those who have not had too much sex with men. 

Gardasil and other soon to be available vaccines 
such as Cervarix are tools doctors can use to 
fend off some types of cervical cancer caused 
by certain strains of HPV. In the future, these 
vaccines or similar vaccines may be used to guard 
against other diseases including anal and throat 
cancers. In the meantime, for men especially, 
experts say the best options are to play safe, wear 
a condom, and know your sexual partners.

Gaydar Magazine: Pridefest from June to August? Explain. 

Shawn Bausher: The main reason for the change in date is that the City of Allentown had 
committed to holding SommerFest through the entire June 14-17 weekend at Cedar Beach Park 
last fall. Since Pride GLV was in a state of reorganization, there was talk about not having a Pride 
in the Park 2007. The city and SommerFest organizers had no choice but to move forward with 
their plans for a June festival. They welcomed Pride to have the festival on our usual Sunday 
in June and the share the park, but it seemed m our community’s best interest to have PITP on 
another date. The date change will avoid confusion between the two festivals’ entertainment, 
vendors and activities, as well as alleviate space restrictions. Another reason for the date change 
is that it is often difficult to schedule entertainment for PITP due to many other cities having Pride 
events during the same month. The board thought that this may be an opportunity for us to not 
compete with other festivals and secure the best entertainment at an affordable rate. We also 
realize that Pride is something that is celebrated year round and not just in the month of June. 

CM: What has been the feedback from the community? 

SB: Well, according to our online poll on our web site the majority either agree with the move or 
have no opinion about it. Other non-profit agencies in the area think the move is a great idea and 
we have also received positive emails from people stating that they are glad we are not having the 
festival on Father’s Day. On the other hand, as expected, we had several complaints about the move 
from community members because the festival is not being held in “Pride Month.” However, other 
festivals are not held during June like New Hope, Harrisburg and Reading Pride. We realize that 
we are not going to please everyone. If anyone is interested in volunteering, please contact us at 
infot^prideglv.org. If volunteering is not your thing, we can always use financial support. Since we 
are a non-profit 501 (c)(3) organization, a portion of your donation can be tax deductible. We also 
have membership options with benefits. Visit us at www.prideglv.org to apply for membership 
GM: Other cities have expressed disappointment in the lack of volunteers for their 
own Pride organizations. Do you find that to be true here in the Lehigh Valley? 

SB: I absolutely think it is true and sad. If New York City Pride is having trouble recruiting volunteers, 
imagine what it is like for us in a smaller town!!! Unfortunately here in the Lehigh Valley it seems 
that our community has difficulty supporting one another. Since we are a small community, we 
often get hung up on the past. Sometimes it seems that everyone is so critical and unwilling to 
give second chances that they forget that we are all trying to make the community a better place 
for all sexual minorities. The thing that really upsets me is that no one wants to volunteer unless 
there is some direct reward for them. In other words, since they are not getting paid they want 
something in return. In my opinion, we have turned into a very selfish society. People have no 
problem spending hundreds of dollars and hours at a bar/club but get very irritated when you ask 
them to help out or give a donation to a non-profit. It is not just happening to Pride but to many 
of the non-profit organizations in the Lehigh Valley. We are no longer altruistic - maybe we are 
just tired or maybe we have forgotten what it was like for our brothers and sisters in the past. 

GM: In your opinion, what are some of the recent successes and disappointments for PrideGLV? 
SB: I think that Pride has started a new and exciting chapter in it’s history as an organization. With 
the addition of some new hoard members and a larger board (9), we have fresh ideas and as you 
can see we are doing some fundraising that we have never done in the past. We are pairing with 
other non-profit and social groups to increase our visibility and to show the community that we 
NEED to work together for a common goal. Not many people realize but Pride is not just about 
having a festival. Although that is our biggest event, we are trying to educate the community 
and provide social alternatives for people and create a safe space. It is our hope to eventually 
have a community center and other programming, but that cannot happen without volunteers 
and sponsorship. We also have the Rainbow Scholarship which is now accepting applications 
for scholarship rewards and we hope to keep that program going. That committee has worked 
hard at trying to get the word out that we can help the LGBTI youth with their college plans. 

As far as the disappointments, overall I think it has been a successful year so far. The one 
thing that I find disappointing is the community support, which IS slowly improving. This 
is my first time being involved in an organization like this since I moved to the Lehigh Valley 
and I must say that it has been an eye opening experience. I have to give credit to the other 
LGBTI organizations of the LV because I cannot imagine the struggles that all of you have 
been through trying to mobilize resources and people in this area. And I think it is equally 
important to say "thank you” to you all for sticking it out and making this a great place to 
live. This community needs all of us and we have to find a way to come together. We need 
to use our energy to volunteer and make the community better and THAT is the reward! 
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Gaydar Magazine: How and when did GLOSS 
start? 

Fabio Urbana: The group started in 1991. I was at 
the FACT games at Rainbow Mountain that year 
and they had volleyball set up. I noticed a lot of 
people playing and they were all having a really 
good time. I talked to one of the guys who was 
playing and we thought wouldn’t it be great if we 
could do this on a regular basis? 

That was my inspiration to start a group where 
GLBT people could get together and have fun 
while engaging in a healthy activity. The group 
back then was called The Velvet Spikers and we 
got together on the weekends to play volleyball 
in the Lehigh Parkway. A few years later a friend 
of mine approached me about starting a tennis 
group. 

That’s when we saw the need to create an 
umbrella organization for local GLBT sports 
groups, which eventually came to be known 
as the Gay & Lesbian Organized Sports Society 
(GLOSS). 

GM: What are the activities and frequency 
offered by GLOSS? 

FU: During the warm months GLOSS offers 
volleyball and tennis on a weekly basis. During 
the cold months we have bowling and pinochle 
once a month. There’s a racquetball group that 
gets together year round on a weekly basis. We 
used to do game nights once a month but we 
currently don’t have a venue. There are other 
activities which are offered on a more informal 
basis, like skiing and snowboarding, partner 
dancing, cycling, and hiking. There’s also a 
weightlifting group that is just starting up. Part of 
the mission of GLOSS is to help people start their 
own groups based on the activity that interests 
them. We help them out by promoting it in our 
newsletter and website. 

GM: How can one become a member? 

FU: There is no membership in the formal 
sense of the word. Our activities are open to 
anyone, and best of all, they are totally free. We 
aim to serve the GLBT community, but do not 
discriminate on the basis of sexual orientation. 

To join in, all people need to do is to show up 
at one of our activities. To find out more they 
can sign up for our mailing list by going to our 
website (www.gloss.org) and entering their email 
address, or emailing us at Info^gloss.org . People 
who don’t have access to email can read about 
us in the Valley Gay Press. I have made a lot of 
lasting friendships with people whom I never 
would have met otherwise. My hope is that other 
people will too. 
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Gaydar Magazine: Tell us about the new 
single and are there plans for an album. 
Lady Bunny: No album yet, but The 
Boneheads and I are working on a new 
single called TAKE ME UP HIGH. We re 
also approaching some compilations 
about the current single IT’S TONIGHT. 

GM: What is life like on the road for 
the Lady B? 

LB: Hectic! Sometimes people say that I’m 
lucky to travel so much. But when you 
fly into your destination, check in at your 
hotel, jump in drag, hit the club and leave 
the next morning, it isn’t exactly leisurely 
sightseeing. But if I’m working somewhere 
I like 1 can often stick around for a few 
extra days, so that’s a plus. 

GM: What is some of the wildest shit you’ve 
experienced in the world of show business? 
LB: I remember hosting a PETA (People 
for the Ethical Treatment of Animals) 
event with Bea Arthur from THE GOLDEN 
GIRLS. She was very stern and drove me 
to drink—though that doesn’t take much. 
Soon I found myself seated on a toilet 
fooling around with two gorgeous Turkish 
cousins. “One in each end, bring a friend” 
has always been my motto! 

GM: Share a groupie story with our 
readers? 

LB: I met a guy on Myspace who was only 
21. At the time there were reports of child 
molestors preying on kids via Myspace, 
but this kid was freakier than me! These 
kids are so crafty! He immediately sent me 
a link to a slide show he’d created of some 
guy sucking him off, complete with music 
and a title: 1ADY BUNNY, I CAN’T WAIT

him in Miami and when he picked me up

The Forcast is Hot and Trendy 



On a sultry summer evening, 
there’s nothing better than sipping 
into something comfortable - and 
stylish. Whether you’re shaking things 
up at home or letting your favorite 
mixologist pour some “wow” over 




ice, a chic and refreshing libation 
transcends mere beverage status to 
become a mini-vacation in a glass. 



As the cocktail renaissance continues 
to flourish, the bartender’s art has taken 
cues from the kitchen. “I take a seasonal 
approach to creating new cocktails and like 
to incorporate local foods,” says Adam Ryan, 
bartender at Starfish Brasserie’s new StarBar. 
Fresh-from-the-market ingredients range 
from cool cucumbers and juicy fruits to 
fragrant herbs and spices such rosemary and 
ginger. “Flavors are more interesting when 
you mix sweet and savory together,” he notes. 

Ryan’s stellar creations run the gamut 
from Rosemary’s Baby (I lendrick’s gin, 
simple syrup, rosemary leaves and green 
Chartreuse liqueur) to the Sucker Punch 
(orange vodka, Bacardi rum, mango puree, 
pineapple, passion fruit and champagne). 
Cocktails are carefully chosen to complement 
the deliciously enticing “small plates” menu 
that features such diverse tastes as shrimp 
toasts with seaweed salad and honey wasabi 
and Belgian-style moules frittes (mussels 
and fries) to duck salad confit with cherries 
to a simple assortment of succulent olives. 

StarBar’s current state-of-the-art drink 
list also includes one of chef/owner Dick 
Barrow’s personal favorites, the Pastis. 

“That’s the classic drink of Provence," 
he says. Pernod, brightened with seltzer, 
team up for an exhilarating licorice- 
flavored potation that will transport 
your palate to the south of France. 

A Rainbow of Flavors 

Liquor companies are catering to 
adventurous, eclectic tastes with a dizzying 
array of flavored offerings. From the delicately 
delicious Grey Goose Pear to the tropically 
seductive Malibu Passion Fruit Rum, imbibers 
are bombarded with an ever-expanding and 
sometimes confusing number of options. 
“That’s why you should develop a good 
relationship with your bartender. They’ll 
know what’s coming on the market and can 
keep you informed,” says Natalie Miller, 
one of the owners of hooper’s Grille & Bar 
on Bethlehem’s SouthSide. “We’re always 
getting great new products, like Zen Green 
Tea liqueur.” The staggering mar-“tee”-ni 
list at this golf-themed watering hole tops 
400 varieties, which basically guarantees 
something-for-everyone satisfaction. 

In fact, a stop at your favorite bar can 
be considered an information-gathering 
research mission: It’s often wise to sample 
one professionally mixed drink made with 
an unusual type of alcohol before investing 
in a pricey bottle. For example, 267 Infusion 
Chile Pepper Tequila looks gorgeous and may 
sound appealing, but this piquant potion 
could set off an overwhelming fireworks 
display on your tongue. “When you’re 


experimenting with cocktail recipes at home, 
always make a very small version first,” 

Miller advises. “That way, if you don’t like 
it, you’re only pouring two or three ounces 
down the drain - instead of a whole pitcher.” 

Customized Pleasure 

Despite the recent plethora of flavored 
spirits, Ryan still recommends a do-it- 
yourself approach. “Infusions are hot. 

They’re easy to do at home and you can 
really taste the difference,” he says. Vodka, 
a neutral spirit, works best at showing off 
fruity and herbal flavors. “Tequila and rum 
have stronger tastes, so infused flavors don’t 
come through as well. But you can also try 
gin infusions. Star fruit is great with gin.” 

Infusions take time, though, so planning 
ahead is imperative. Place the desired 
blend of fresh fruits, vegetables or herbs in 
a lidded glass jar, pour the spirits over the 
top, seal and store out of direct sunlight 
- but not in the refrigerator. Let your 
flavor choices be guided by your personal 
preferences, from a tart citrus combination 
to a subtle and earthy teaming of ginger 
and pear. “Most infusions take about two 
weeks, but you can check how the taste is 
developing after a week,” Ryan continues. 

Glamour in a Glass 

For another outstanding selection of 
innovative cocktails, take a country ride to 
The Freight House in Doylestown, a chic 
and sensual restaurant that turns into a 
sizzling dance club on Thursday through 
Saturday evenings. General Manager lay 
Stevens is continually devising cutting-edge, 
seasonally-driven drinks for thirsty crowds, 
including such temptations as a Strawberry 
Rhubarb Martini (fresh rhubarb-strawberry 
puree, strawberry vodka, triple sec, and 
sour mix), a Vanilla Mango Green “Tea”ni 
(vanilla vodka, triple sec, concentrated 
green tea and mango puree) and a blissful 
Clementine-Champagne Mojito. 

"Combining tastes is a big thing right 
now, but to do that successfully you have 
to keep the flavors balanced,” Stevens says. 
For example, the sweetness of clementines 
may be tempered with the tart acidity of 
fresh limes. “Strawberries with champagne 
are fantastic - and anything made with 
champagne is glamorous - or try using 
Prosecco if you prefer a sweeter base.” 

If you’re hosting a dinner party, Stevens 
also suggests replacing a traditional - and 
often heavy - dessert with a cocktail. “People 
are cutting calories, and a drink that’s a 
cocktail and dessert all in one can be a 
much lighter option,” he says. "A drinkable 
dessert affords a cool cordiality that people 


can relate to - it’s the kind of thing you 
see Martha Stewart making on TV.” 

Presenting a beautiful cocktail, 
prepared tableside, at the end of a 
meal also lends a dash of theatrically 
to the evening. So, if you aspire to be a 
legendary host, start shaking it up.

1. Muddle basil, mint, lime, 
pineapple and sugar in glass. 

2. Top with ice. 

3. Fill glass with rum and syrup. 

4. Shake vigorously. 

5. Top with club soda 

*To make citrus syrup: 3/4 assorted citrus 
juices and 1/4 sugar, boiled and cooled 
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Typically known for stodgy and safe cars, 

I am quickly reminded of the line from the 
1990 Dudley Moore movie Crazy People 
where he and other mental patients create 
truthful advertising campaigns. Their take 
on Volvo was a classic: "Volvo - Boxy, but 
Good." In the last 10 years or so, Volvo has 
undergone a transformation, creating cars 
that people want, and moving away from the 
boxy styling. They have done exceedingly 
well with their line of wagons and SUVs 
(XC90, XC70). They have even had some fast 
versions (the ‘R’ moniker) and are adding 
all-wheel drive to most of their offerings. 

This issue’s car review is on a 2007 
Volvo C70 T5 Convertible. The previous 
generation C70 was a coupe (anyone 
catch Val Kilmer driving one in The Saint?) 
as well as a soft-top convertible. This 
new C70 is based off of the Volvo S40, a 
platform shared with Mazda (the 3) and 
European-version Ford Focus (which we 
don’t get here). It is front-wheel drive and 
chock full of the latest safety features, as 
you would expect from the Volvo brand. 

It’s very interesting that power retractable 
folding hardtops are all the rage. From the 
high end (Mercedes SL-class, Cadillac XLR), 
down to the Mazda MX-5 (nee Miata), soft- 
tops have almost become passe. Now you 
can have open air driving alongside the 
security of a metal roof with a glass heated 
rear window. Volvo has joined this growing 
category of hardtop convertibles with this 
new C70. The bonus is that the Volvo is a 4- 
seater, with a reasonable amount of room. 

Engineering-wise, retractable hardtops 
are pretty cool. If you’ve never seen one 
in action, it is quite a feat, with metal 
and glass contorting and folding like a 
wonderful origami puzzle. Personally, I 
think those Cirque du Soleil acrobats have 
an easier time twisting themselves about. 

Let’s talk about the first obvious item with 
the Volvo: going from enclosed coupe to 
open air driver. To put the show into action, 
the car must be in Park, and your foot must 
be on the brake pedal. Press and hold the 
console-mounted button, and watch as the 
Volvo’s 3-piece roof goes up and over your 
head, and stacks into itself before lowering 
itself into the trunk. It’s very cool to watch, 
and takes about 30 seconds to go from 
open air driving to a weatherproof, quiet 
interior. Even the thick fabric headliner 
separates and is part of the folding dance. 


Sitting behind the wheel, you are 
supported by great seats, and look at a 
nicely designed dashboard. Gauges are 
clear, and controls fall readily to hand. The 
dashboard is like that in the S40 sedans, 
which means it’s very stylish. The center 
stack (radio and climate controls) is on a 
vertical piece of aluminum so thin you can 
reach behind it. It’s almost sculptural (I 
know, not what you were expecting for a 
car’s dashboard). A friend commented that 
it looked like a wide remote control, and I 
agree with that description. There’s also a 
bin located behind there with an auxiliary 
input where you can plug in your portable 
MP3 player, too. Smart thinking these days! 

The tester I drove was theT5, meaning 
it was powered by a turbocharged 5- 
cylinder engine. It was mated to a 5-speed 
automatic and produces 218 horsepower. 
The driving experience was good, flood 
road feel through the steering wheel, 
very comfortable power-adjustable and 
heated seats, and an awesome sound 
system. The car was equipped with the 
optional Dynaudio sound system, which 
has 12 speakers, 2 of which are subwoofers. 
This car also had the optional 5-speed 
Geartronic automatic transmission (a 6- 
speed manual is standard), and it did a 
good job of shifting smoothly up and down 
through the gears. You can also shift the 
automatic yourself using the gearshift. 

This car really looked great. The exterior 
was a Celestial Blue metallic with light gray 


leather upholstery. And, it looked good 
with the top either up or down. The arc of 
the side windows (driver and rear quarter) 
is very visually appealing. The trunkroom 
was decent. Of course the hardtop fits in 
there giving you significantly less carrying 
capacity, but remember, this car has a back 
seat, perfect for those weekend duffel bags. 

Safety-wise, this car has it all: front 
and side airbags, door mounted inflatable 
curtains, ROPS (RollOver Protection 
System), and a whiplash protection 
system. Hey, it’s a Volvo, remember? 

Any gripes? Just a couple. Acceleration 
with the turbo was decent, however 
another 50 or 60 horsepower would be 
quite welcome. Also, I was surprised by 
how small the outside mirrors are. 

How much does one of these run? 
Without options, the car is still quite loaded 
for $40K. The one I drove had a window 
sticker of about $46K. A lot of technology 
for the money. Add in the versatility of a 
folding hardtop convertible, and the safety 
of a Volvo and you get a nice package.

Were trying to take the best 
of every campground we’ve been to and 
bring it to The Woods.” There are many 
luxuries you would not expect to find 
at a campground. A recently expanded 
pool deck surrounding a large, clean pool 
provides the chance to read or enjoying 
an afternoon snack... or even swim! The 
site also offers two spas and poolside 
massage. “We’ve also made sure there 
are plenty of areas to keep dry in case of 
rain,” Woody assures that campers can 
quickly forget about bad weather. “Most 
rainy days ruin a camping trip, but you 
can come up to the clubhouse and order a 
pastry from the cafe, sit by the fireplace or 
play a game of billiards with your friends." 

The campground caters to a “resort” 
style of vacation which can be very 
appealing to even the most “Grizzly 
Adams” of campers. Bathroom facilities 


with showers, a laundromat, paddleboats, 
volleyball, horse shoe courts, billiards, 
table tennis, bonfire gatherings, a disco 
with a professional DJ, cafe, convenience 
store, in addition to organized games 
and activities... it’s almost impossible 
not to find something to do! Of course, 
you can simply collapse beneath a shade 
tree and do nothing if you choose! 

The campground attracts campers 
primarily from a six state region (PA, NJ, 

NY, DE, MD, CT) but receives visitors 
from as far away as Florida. In an attempt 
to keep current with today’s trends 
and lure more “cosmopolitan” visitors 
to The Woods, an expansion plan is in 
progress.

that will add sites as demand increases. 
Tentative plans put sites at over 300. With 
the expansion of sites also comes an 
expansion of amenities: larger clubhouse 
and a bigger disco, a larger (or additional) 
pool, a bigger cafe, more cabins, more 
pavilions, tennis and basketball courts, 
bigger convenience store, obtaining a 
beer license, camp-wide Wi-Fi internet, 
as well as many other luxuries with the 
hope of exceeding the expectations of 
the campgrounds guests. There is also a 
bed and breakfast on the drawing board 
which may remain open outside of the 
six month camping season. Of course, 
there’s no way to maintain a pristine and 
appealing vacation destination without 
rules. The camp is restricted to guests 
18 years old and older (except during 


Family Weekend). A valid ID is required 
at registration. The entire property is 
clothing optional except while eating 
in the cafe. Woody elaborated on their 
goal of making the campground friendly 
and safe by emphasizing "we give every 
person who becomes a member a list of 
rules so there should be no questions.” 
These can also be found on the policies 
page of the website. It is the goal of 
the owners and staff to maintain a 
friendly, welcoming environment. 

Although the campground caters to 
permanent campers they encourage the 
overnight and day campers to visit and 
enjoy the many features they have to 
offer. First time visitors and overnight 
campers are not treated any differently 
than permanent site owners. According 
to Woody, “the only difference will be 
the color of their parking pass! The 
“perms" love having weekend and day- 
pass guests. Some have even made 
sure they have a weekend site next door 
so they have different neighbors each 
weekend. It certainly helps me because 
the perms become my orientation 
staff for the first time guests. They tell 
them where everything is and when 
everything happens. It’s hard to explain 
the social atmosphere a campground 
has - especially a gay campground. 
Guests immediately know they have 
something in common, something 
that we normally have to hide. It’s so 
refreshing to be able to talk openly 
without fear of ridicule. You should hear 
some of the poolside conversations!” 

The great outdoors is closer than 
you think, and more appealing than 
you may have imagined. So, take a 
day off and enjoy The Woods! The 
campground is open May through 
October.

Editor's Note 
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Gaydar Magazine: Hey Reichen. How 
are you? 

Reichen Lehmkuhl: I ’m Well. 

GM:Tell me about your book, Here’s What 
We’ll Say: Growing Up, Coming Out and the 
U.S.Air Force Academy. 

RL: I wrote the book because I wanted to 
talk about the secret society of Gay Cadets 
that we’ve formed, almost out of necessity, 
at the Air Force Academy when I was a cadet 
there. And also to purge myself of every¬ 
thing that had happened in my life up to the 
point where I got into the AFA. Things that I 
thought affected me and the way I behaved 
when I was at the academy. And the second 
part of it was to publicize the best way that 
1 could the disgrace that is now the contin¬ 
ued ban on gay people serving in the U. S. 
Armed Forces openly. It’s really important 
to me that the book has brought to light the 
tragedy that we have existing in this country 
in that area. The results have been amazing. 
I’m right now writing a sequel to the book 
that is going to cover my 5 years in active 
duty after graduation from the AFA. The 
sequel will be nearer and dearer to the heart 
of this military problem. 

GM: How can we make it better for people 
who are gay in the military? 

RT: What we can do, besides having a first 
world type of country law on the books say¬ 
ing that gay people can serve openly in the 
military, which is what we should have in 
the United States, the second thing we can 
do is provide counseling and protection 
for gay people who are serving openly and 
need a place to go to talk with someone 
when things aren’t going perfectly for them. 
The third thing that we need is background 
training and education for other military 
members who are not gay to understand the 
plight and how gay people feel when they’re 
serving, some education on what it’s like to 
be gay, what it’s like to serve in the military 
as a gay person and the special needs that 
gay people have only because they are dis¬ 
criminated against. I’m not saying that gay 
people need special rights, but when there is 
discrimination against any minority group 
there are special needs that gay people 
require. Those things are equally important 
as just lifting the ban. 

GM: Why do you think we are so resistant to 
equality for gay people in this country? 

RL: I think the reason is deeply rooted in 
religion. Or what I call “Jack Religion”. Jack 
religion is when we’ve taken beautiful reli¬ 
gious philosophies like Christianity and 
hi-jacked them and put in our own dislikes, 
prejudices and basic evil into those religions 


that cause us to judge people based on those 
religious philosophies. Religious leaders in 
this country who are homophobic know that 
religion impacts people in a huge way. They 
know religion can control people. So when 
they add a prejudice into a religion and 
when they add anti-homosexuality into their 
religion they know they have control over 
their flock. It’s an easy and disgusting use 
of the power of the religious leaders. I liken 
religious leaders who preach anti-homo¬ 
sexuality to past war criminals who have 
taken away human rights from people in all 
different countries and at all different points 
in history. 

GM: It’s admirable that you have chosen 
to use your celebrity for these causes. How 
has your life changed since you became a 
household name via The Amazing Race? 

RL: It’s changed in that 1) it’s completely 
surprised me. I had no idea that what we 
did on Amazing Race would end up in my 
being a household name. It led to appear¬ 
ances on a couple of prime time shows in 
Llollywood and soap operas. And 2) for the 
gay community to embrace what I did with 
my partner on Amazing Race...it’s just been 
a treat. I have nothing bad to say about it. 

It’s given me an opportunity to bring to light 
what is important to me which is the gays in 
the military issue. 

GM: Do you have other acting aspirations? 

RL: Yes I do. Unfortunately, I’ve put that on 
the back burner so I can focus my energy 
on equal rights for gays in the military and 
in society. There may be an opportunity in 
the future and if I think the impact would be 
great I would go ahead and put that first as 
a priority. 

GM: Is there any talk of adapting the book 
to a movie? 

RL: There is an entire production company 
that has been started that is completely 
dedicated into turning Here’s What We’ll say 
into a film. We’ve had a couple of different 
charitable foundations and organizations 
grant us the seed money to get this started. 
We’re so excited about it happening. 

GM: How can like-minded people help sup¬ 
port this? 

RL: There’s always the very true idea that if 
you become aware of an issue and you have 
an opinion on it, and put it out there in daily 
conversation, you’re changing the world 
for the better. If you want to do something 
more active, you can lobby to your congress- 
person. You have every right to do this a 
taxpayer. You can make a difference. 

GM: How do feel about people who are not 
ready to come out? 


RL: It’s funny, (laughs) I’ve been accused of 
being the “closet cleaner” at times. But, that 
couldn’t be further from the truth. I hid in 
the closet for a very long time. Change only 
happens when we’re out. But, I don’t fault 
people for not coming out. You have to feel 
safe. You have to come to terms with it for 
yourself before you need to be outed to the 
whole world. I think that people deserve 
the respect to come out to their family and 
friends and feel comfortable with that before 
other people out them. That’s what I find so 
disgusting about this “blog-o-sphere” world. 
We are diving into these people’s lives and 
outing them, before they are ready to come 
out. And you’re really not doing anyone a 
service by outing them before they are ready. 
You’re just making them more bitter toward 
the gay community as a whole. 

GM: I have two more questions. The first is 
probably the most anticipated, though. 

RL: Okay... 

GM: Boxers or briefs? 

RL: (laughs) Briefs. Because they are easier 
to put on... 

GM: Okay. 

RL: ...and take off. (laughs from Reichen, his 
agent Shannon, Raven proprietor Terrence 
Meek and me) 

GM: What do you want the readers of 
Gaydar Magazine to know about you? 

RL: I feel that a lot of the work I am doing 
is a double-edged sword. I get so much 
fulfillment and reward from being given the 
opportunity to speak in public about the 
things I care about and I feel very blessed 
to be able to make a living from doing 
these things. However, I continue to be a 
pretty insecure person when it comes to 
negative public opinion about me and who 
people think that 1 am. I am very sensitive 
to negative exaggeration in the press. I’m 
not complaining. And the good always out 
weighs the bad. I just tend to be a sensitive 
guy. When you read my book, you’ll see 
why. During my childhood I believed I was 
this horrible, awful person that would never 
amount to anything because that’s what I 
was told. It’s a battle everyday, even as an 
adult to escape that. 

GM: Just one more question. Who inspires 
you to be this active and vocal? 

RL: Yeah. George W. Bush inspires me to be 
so vocal, (laughs) I have to laugh, but then 
again I ’m very serious. When I see someone 
in such a huge leadership role completely 
ignoring the issue, it makes me so want to 
speak out loud against that complacency 
that we have in our presidency. 
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children was the primary reason. Also 
Pauline possessed a desire to bring a child 
into the world from a personal standpoint 
as well as a personal motivation. The 
motivation arises when Pauline made a 
promise to her mother. While coming 
out to her mother she also made a 
promise (as a teenager) she would make 
her mother a grand-mother someday. 

GM: And now 5 yrs later here you both are 
with Demetrius, your son. What is it like 
raising a child of your own together? What 
have the 5 years been like for you both? 

M: First 2 weeks were rough; he was in the 
NICU with jaundice. It’s been an experience. 
P: There was really nothing to compare 
it to. When I got with Mattie her son was 
almost a teen-ager and I never had a child 
before. I can’t compare it to anything. 

It’s been an amazing experience. 

GM: How out are both of you and 
how has your immediate community 
accepted your new family? 

P: While pregnant I worked. I am out at 
work. (Laughing) It was a little awkward 
walking into my boss’s office and telling 
him I was pregnan. 1 le looked right back 
at me and said, “Who’s pregnant?!” After 
that was all cleared up, they were fine. I 
was paid maternity leave and received 
all benefits allowed to me from my job. 

M: I worked privately and the people I 
worked for were very excited for us. 

GM: Explain your day to 
day with Demetrius? 

M: Pauline was able to stay with him for the 
first 3 months, and from then on I stayed 
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home to care for him during the 
day. Before he began school, 
he and I spent most of the day 
together till I thought he was 
sick of looking at me. (Laughing) 
When Pauline would come home 
from work, she would then spend 
time with him. Now he goes to 
Pre-K. I take him every morning 
and pick him up every afternoon. 
Then Pauline will come home and 
spend some quality time with him 
before he goes to bed. They like 
to do their own thing together. 
GM: And what does Demetrius 
call each of you ” 

M: Pauline is mom. I am 
Mimi. We thought it would 
be easier that way, so he 
can recognize who his birth 
mother is, as well as his second 
mother. Less confusion for him. 

GM: Tell us some things you discuss 
with Demetrius on having 2 Moms and 
how to handle teasing which could 
or could not happen in school? 

P: He started to tell people he has 2 
mommies on his own. What we explained 
was that not all families have a Daddy 
and Mommy; some families have one 
Mommy, some families have one Daddy, 
some families have 2 Daddy’s. All families 
are different. He has asked why he 
doesn’t have a Daddy and I just have to 
explain to him this is the type of family 
that doesn’t have a Daddy. So Demetrius 
created one. He has an imaginary Daddy. 

We believe this is done for attention. 
(Laughing) Although his imaginary Daddy 
has a six-figure salary, lives in Florida, 
is a fireman with a plane and a dog. 

GM: So he has an active imagination? 

P; Oh yeah (laughing)...we are poor and 
his imaginary Daddy is rich. He lets 
him do all kinds of things we don’t. 

GM: How are you protecting yourselves 
as a family with respect to the gay issue of 
marriage and rights to the child should 
anything happen to either one of you? 

M; We are looking into second parent 
adoption, currently. So no one can interrupt 
our lives and anyone raise our son but us. 

P: That is what a will is for. Should anything 
happen to me, Mattie will care for my son. 
GM: Would you do it all over again? 

P&M: Absolutely! 


Gaydar Magaizne: At what point did you 
decide as a couple you wanted a child? 

Pauline & Mattie; We talked about it for 
a long time. We were together 10 years 
and we discussed it over that period of 
time. There were some times we wanted 
to give up. There were disappointments; 
the process took 7 attempts over a period 
of 3 years. That was the tough part. 

GM: How did you as a couple 
decide Pauline would carry? 

P&M; Mattie is no longer able to have

I still have a platform not only to create 
music, but to hopefully create change. 

GM: I have a few friends who have played 
She Bop so many times they now have 
to wear glasses now. Do you take any 
responsibility for that? Any chance of a 
She Bop 2 ? 

CL: I’d hate to think I’ve blinded a 
generation! On the contrary, people were 
“bopping” before I wrote that song. She 
bopping is the safest sex you can have...but 
I don’t think I’m going to release “ Lets bop 
again like we did last summer” or anything. 


GM: How do you relax at the end of the day? 
CL: I practice yoga now and I spend as much 
time with my family as possible. 

GM: What words of inspiration can you offer 
a young closeted gay person who might pick 
up this magazine and is struggling with their 
sexual orientation? 

CL: Surround yourself with your family and 
friends. If your family doesn’t embrace 
you, know that you are not alone and that 
you can build your own family. Go to the 
gay center; get connected with peers, and 
people who understand you and what you 
are going through. Get connected via the 
various organizations like Pflag, that are out 
there. Don’t withdraw and don’t think that 
you are any less of a person than the person 
standing next to you or in front of you. No 
matter what anyone tells you, go easy on 
yourself and know that you are fearless and 
fierce.

! Gay Guys Go Down On Titanic! 

Archibald Butt and Frank Millet: An Untold Tale of the Titanic 


On the afternoon of April 16, 1912 
desperate crowds pressed against the 
windows of the New York Times building 
in the city’s Times Square. Parents and 
children, sons and daughters all had one 
goal, seeing if their loved ones were on the 
list of survivors of the sinking of the liner 
Titanic. The largest man made object afloat 
it had plunged to the bottom of the North 
Atlantic at 2.20 a.m. the day before. Its 1,503 
victims included poor Syrian, Italian and 
Russian immigrants and John Jacob Astor 
IV, one of the richest men in America. 

In the crowd was Richard B. Watrous, 
secretary of the American Civic Association. 
A resident of Washington D.C., he was 
scanning the bulletin boards for information 
about two men who were his friends, 

Major Archibald “Archie” Butt, 46, military 
aide to President William I loward Taft 
and Francis Davis “Frank” Millet 60, artist, 
war correspondent and world traveler. 

"No Damon and Pythias friendship 
could have been closer than the friendship 
of Major Butt and Millet,” Watrous 
told the Times. “The two kept quarters 
together and were inseparable when 
both were in Washington...Butt being...a 
bachelor and Mr. Millet’s family being 
quartered at his home in England.” 

Neither Watrous or the New York Times 
felt they had to explain who Damon and 
Pythias were. Symbolic of devoted male 
friendship these figures from ancient Greek 
history were assumed in classical times to 
have been lovers. But, “the unspeakable 
vice of the Greeks” as a character in gay 
author E.M. Forester novel "Maurice” called 
homosexuality in 1913, probably crossed 
the minds of few readers of the New York 
Times when they read about Millet and Butt. 

It was many days after the Titanic’s 
sinking that the fates of Butt and Millet 
were confirmed. The artist’s battered 
body was recovered from the North 
Atlantic and taken to a church cemetery 
in East Bridgewater, Massachusetts, his 
hometown. Butt’s body was never recovered. 
Perhaps like many others it was carried 
down to the bottom with the Titanic. 

Every so often the world goes Titanic 
crazy. It happened 10 years ago when James 
Gameron’s technologically cutting edge epic 
film enabled the world to almost step aboard 
the ship. Those who were not thrilled by 
the technology could cling to the basics of 
a Hollywood love story. Kate Winslet, poor 
little rich girl fated to marry the pompous 


rich creep Billy Zane is swept off her feet 
by the charms of poor, struggling, drop 
dead gorgeous artist Leonardo DiCaprio. 

But the other potential Titanic love 
story is one that Hollywood was and is still 
unwilling to tackle. There is nothing to 
prove that Butt and Millet were in a sexual 
relationship. But thanks to the work of gay 
historian Jonathan Ned Katz it is known 
that at least one of them knew what it was 
like to be deeply in love with another man. 

Millet was born with adventure 
in his blood and never seemed to 
have gotten enough of it. He saw the 
light of day on November 3, 1846 in 
Mattapoisett, Massachusetts and grew 
up in East Bridgewater. His father Asa 
Millet was a doctor. His mother Huldah 
Byram was a descendent of a family 
that arrived on the Mayflower. 

During the Civil War, 15 year old Millet 
joined the Union Army as a drummer 
boy . His father, serving as a contract 
surgeon, (not an official U.S. Army doctor 
but under contract to the government), 
quickly arranged it so that his son was 
nearby. Millet saw some fighting before 
finishing the last month of his service 
guarding Confederate prisoners of war. 

In November, 1864 Millet entered 
Harvard. In college he developed an 
interest in drawing and painting. Following 
his graduation with a degree in modern 
languages and literature he began a 
career in journalism. Millet also picked 
up the skills of lithographer. He earned 
enough money to take him to the Royal 
Academy of Art in Antwerp, Belgium. 

By the standards of today when all art 
in that period is seen through the eyes of 
French Impressionists, Millet’s work seems 
old fashioned. But in two years he won all 
the art prizes the Royal Academy had to offer. 

According to Katz it was in 1874 that 
Millet met Charles Warren Stoddard, writer 
and world traveler and lover of men. They 
met in Venice, the tolerant Italian city 
popular with homosexual Englishmen and 
Americans in the 18^ and 19^ centuries. 

Millet had just returned from an artist’s 
holiday in the exotic lands of Turkey, Greece, 
Romania and Hungary. One evening he 
stepped into the box at the opera occupied 
by Stoddard. “We looked at each other and 
were acquainted in a minute,” Stoddard 
recalled later. “Some people understand one 
another at sight, and don’t have to try either.” 

During the winter of 1874-75 Stoddard 


and Millet lived together as lovers. 
Stoddard’s sexual realtionships tended 
to be exclusively male. But Millet, Katz 
says, was more typical of many 19 1 * 1 
century men. “The range of Millet’s erotic 
interests between men and women was 
not then understood as "bisexual,” a mix 
of “homo” and “hetero,” Katz writes. 

Stoddard had a wandering eye and 
was not into settling down long. “Miss 
you?” wrote Millet in a letter to Stoddard 
who had gone traveling. "Bet your 
life. Put yourself in my place...Empty 
chair, empty bed, empty house.” 

Stoddard and Millet drifted apart as 
partners but remained friends. Millet ended 
up covering the Russo Turkish War 1877-78, 
for British newspapers and was decorated 
by the Czar’s government. Articles he wrote 
at the time suggest a more than casual 
interest in Cossacks. In 1879 Millet married 
Elizabeth Merrill, the daughter of an old 
friend who was newspaper editor. The 
wedding was in Paris. Mark Twain was the 
best man. They were to have three children. 

In 1885 Millet founded an art colony 
in rural England with artists John Singer 
Sargent and Edwin Austin Abbey. Author 
Henry James wrote an article about it and 
Millet for Harper’s Monthly magazine. 

The rest of his years were filled with 
books, travel, paintings, gardening and 
war. Millet was appointed Director of 
Decoration and Functions for the Chicago 
World’s Fair in 1893. While in Chicago, 

Katz notes, “he got the visiting Stoddard 
a room next to his own.” In 1898 Millet as 
a journalist followed the U.S. Army to the 
Philippines for the Spanish American War. 

By the early 20^ century Millet was 
getting major arts commissions from state 
governments who wanted historical murals 
for their capital buildings. He is believed to 
have been working on sketches for one such 
a project while on the Titanic. But Millet’s 
chief role than was as president of the 
American Academy at Rome, an art school 
for Americans abroad which he helped 
found and was visiting on his 1912 trip. 

Archibald "Archie” Butt, like Millet was 
another lower middle class boy who made 
good. Born on September 25,1865 in 
Augusta, Georgia, the chief driving force in 
his life was his mother Pamela Robertson 
Butt who raised him and the rest of the 
family after the early death of his father. 
Despite his military title Butt had spent 
most of his life a journalist. It was only 
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during the Spanish American War when he 
managed to get a load horses across the 
Pacific to the Philippines without losing a 
single one that he got his army commission. 

Butt’s skill with horses got him the rank 
of Captain in the Army’s Quartermaster 
Corps. Here he came to the attention of 
President Theodore Roosevelt. Rough Rider 
Teddy loved talking horses with Butt. His 
greatest “stunt” as the newspapers called it 
at the time, with the president was in 1908 
traveling for nine hours through rugged 
country on horseback during a blizzard. 

Two Army doctors were with them. 

But most of what Butt did at the White 
House had more to do with social life. It 
was Butt who handled all the state dinners, 
parties and protocol laden events for both 
the Taft and Roosevelt White Houses. 
Knowing who to put next to whom and 
perhaps, more importantly, who NOT to 
put next to who, took ever ounce of his 
Southern gentlemen’s sense of tact. His 
books ofletters, first to his mother and 
after her death his sister-in-law, published 
in the 1930s offer insights into the era 
that few other sources can match. 

How Butt and Millet met is unclear. 
Perhaps it was at a White House event 


or some other social occasion. The only 
mention of Millet in Butt’s letters was in 
September, 1910. Butt had just returned 
from a long trip with Taft. During that time 
Millet had totally redecorated his friend’s 
bedroom in wallpaper covered with roses. 

“Both my bedroom and dressing room 
are walled with red and pink roses, from 
buds to full blown flowers and even when I 
shut my eyes I seem to see them tumbling 
over each other,” Butt wrote. Interestingly 
the last letter in Butt’s collection includes 
a reminder to his sister-in- law that in case 
“the old ship sinks” she could find his letters 
stored in a trunk in his attic. He claimed 
that he had not had any “presentment” 
that anything might happen. But it is rather 
curious that he should bring this issue up. 

For his six week stay in Europe Butt 
brought seven large steamer trunks. 

His fancy traveling costume of copper 
colored Norfolk jacket with red porcelain 
buttons, lavender tie and a bunch of 
lilies in his button hole caused the New 
York Times to headline its story about his 
departure, “Major Butt’s Suit A Wonder" 

On March 21, 1912 Butt had a private 
audience with Pope Pius X. Millet 
apparently took care of some business 


affairs at the Academy in Rome. Their 
exact location is unknown for the rest of 
the trip but they ended up in England 
where Millet visited with his wife. They 
apparently took the Titanic because of the 
White Star Line’s reputation for speed. 

The last thing Millet wrote that survives 
was a letter sent from the Titanic to one 
of his friends in England. Dropped off 
in Queenstown, Ireland, it was full of 
praise for the big modern ship “not at all 
like going to sea” and scorn for some of 
the "obnoxious ostentatious American 
woman” on board who “carry tiny dogs and 
lead husbands around like pet lambs.” 

Butt and Millet were seen playing 
cards in the first class men’s smoking 
room as the ship started to slop toward 
the Atlantic. There are many accounts 
of them later helping passengers 
into lifeboats and of Millet using his 
knowledge of Italian and other languages 
to calm immigrant passengers. 

Many memorial services were held for 
Butt and Millet. It was about a year later that 
their Washington friends erected a fountain 
in their honor in the grounds behind the 
White House, a symbol of their Damon and 
Pythias friendship that endures to this day.

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Gaydar Magazine: At what age did you 
decide to become the hottest model ever?

What were doing 
before modeling? 

Silver 
Models (formerly strengthnet) contacted 
me via an email and made numerous posts 
on 

modellaunch.com to get my attention. 

From there, I was introduced to numerous 
NYC based agencies and I chose Major 
Model Management as Jason Kanner is a 
pit bull by reputation. He is still my agent 
to this day. I was doing landscaping before 
I got into modeling and I was a college 
wrestler. My original major was health 
and physical education, now it’s biology/ 
premed. 

GM: You’ve worked with some of the best 
photographers. What’s the most exciting 
shoot you’ve been involved with? 

JS: Still to this day, Abercrombie takes the 
cake for the most exciting shoot. Maybe it 
was because I was so young and eager or 
maybe it was because it was my first trip to 
FL Keys and I was surrounded by so many 
beautiful people, all of which I had seen 
in magazines prior to meeting them in 
person... all I know is that it will always be 
hard to top the experience I had down there. 
GM: What’s the weirdest thing a fan has 
sent you or wanted you to autograph? 

JS: I haven’t received anything from a fan 
that wasn’t ordinary. I always feel awkward 
when I’m asked for my autograph. I 
mean, why do they want my autograph? 

My handwriting sucks and I’m no Brad 
Pitt, so why would they want my crummy 
signature? 

GM: Do you have a significant other and 
how do they deal with the demands of your 
career? 

JS: I can be considered single but 
relationship status is a mindset, so I 
consider myself to be taken. My significant 
other is very understanding and supportive. 

GM: Is your family supportive? 


JS: My family is supportive as long as I don’t 
make myself out to be an illiterate fool. They 
are most supportive of me finishing my 
education. I don’t think that my family will 
ever stop being proud of me... and I’m going 
to do my best to make sure of that. 

GM: What would our readers be most 
surprised to learn about you? 

JS: Well, I’d have to say that they’d be more 
disgusted than surprised. I wash my hair 
twice a week. Sometimes I got days without 
showering and I sometimes wear the same 
t-shirt for days in a row (that’s only if I don’t 
leave the house). Also, I cracked two teeth 
my junior year of high school and I have two 
half-real/half-fake teeth... put that 
together and I’m missing one whole tooth. 
GM: What turns you on/off? 

JS: I’m a guy... a strong gust of wind turns 
me on. What turns me off are people that 
overly self-conscious. I can deal with a lot 
of things 

but insecurity is just plain annoying. 

GM: What’s your regular work out routine 
like? 

JS: My workout routine is a lot of cardio 
and some weights. I do a lot of kick boxing, 
circuit training, plyometrics, and aerobic 
weight lifting. I know I’m not as big as I used 
to be, nor am I as strong as I used to be, but 
I’d rather look like I can bench 3001bs than 
actually be able to bench 3001bs (my highest 
max ever was 405lbs). 

GM: What kind of music do you listen to 
while working out? 

JS: A lot of people like to listen to rock and 
get pumped out. I listen to motown and 
country. I like to be relaxed. The lyrics are 
stories, so I’m focused on the words and 
less on the fact that I’m about to fall over.

I pop in a DVD and an hour and a 
half later, I’m still on the exercise bike and 
the laughing is great for my abs. 

GM: What is your inspiration? What are 
your aspirations? 

JS: My inspirations are my family... my 
parents, sisters, brother, nieces, etc. My 
aspirations are to complete my degree and 
get into med school next year. 

GM: I have so many friends that would like 
me to say hi and that they love you. How 
many names are in your Blackberry that 
they would have to compete with? 

JS: My phone has 85 people in there and 
probably over a hundred numbers. I know 
that sounds like a lot but most of them are 
family. I keep a very tight group of people in 
my life. 

GM: What words of wisdom would you 


offer a young gay man who wants to get 
into modeling? 

JS: STAY IN SCHOOL!!! Modeling is full 
of disappointments. You’ll have to go on 
20 castings in order to book just one job. 
There is money in the industry but it isn’t 
continuous and constant. Some jobs will 
pay in the tens of thousands and some 
won’t pay even a single dime. It’s always 
good to have a career plan. Modeling is 
more like a fling. It 

won’t last forever and the industry is always 
looking for a fresh, new face. So my advice 
would be to STAY IN SCHOOL!!! 

GM: My boyfriend and I would like to 
invite you over for “dinner”. What should 
we make? 

JS: Cheeseburgers and steak fries. I’m as 
American as you can get and so is my 
appetite. 

GM: I asked Joe this one: What are your 
favorite curse words and can you use them 
all in a sentence? 

JS: I don’t curse very often but when I 
get angry, I let the f-bombs fly. As far as 
sentences, “f*ck” is like ketchup, it goes on 
and with everything. 

GM: Thanks for doing this interview Joe! 
We all wish you a long and healthy career! 











Gaydar Magazine: Describe what it’s 
like to see you own photography in 
hooks, magazines, and galleries? 

Joe Oppedisano: Very strange. I was 
a fashion editor for 12 years before 
becoming a photographer, so I was used to 
seeing my name in magazines, but seeing 
a photograph you shot is another story. My 
photos are all very personal, so when I see 
them and have people talk to me about 
them, 1 feel almost embarrassed...its an 
odd feeling. I love doing gallery shows, 
hut hate hearing people talk about the 
pictures in front of me... the book thing 
just blew my mind. We did a book signing 
at Rizzoli, and I went into the store the 
week before to finalize everything, and 
when I saw the book on the shelf, at 
RIZZOLI I was extremely uncomfortable, 
and nervous...that’s when it all hit me. 

GM: What privileges does being 
joe Oppedisano allow you? 

JO: Well, I actually wrote nothing at 
first, but I guess having gorgeous men 
ask you to photograph them anyway 
I would like is a definite benefit... 

GM: Along the lines of a “casting 
couch”, is there such a thing as the 
“photographer’s couch”? If so, 
who may have visited yours? 

JO: I TRY and be professional. I respect 
the guys and girls I shoot, and when 
I shoot, believe it or not, there is very 
little, if no sexual vibe. A lot of the guys 
I shoot are straight, and if they feel the 
least bit uncomfortable, or like they are 
being hit on, you will never get them 
to do what you (I) need them to do. 

GM: What is it about hot, 
sweaty, masculine men that 
never goes out of style? 

JO: Well, for me, it’s all about realness. 

I like to see a guy when I turn a 
corner that is walking down the 
street (or better yet, sweaty, digging 
a ditch) who has no clue he’s hot. 

There’s something hot about the 
way they have no idea what kind 
of hard on they give guys. 

GM: Whose work do you admire 
and who inspires you to create 
your beautiful images? 

JO: I studied Renaissance Art in Florence 
in college, so that was a huge inspiration 
to me. Photographers like Helmut Newton, 
Avedon, Penn, Skribneski, masters of 
light, form, shape and attitude. But, Tom 
of Finland and Jim French for COLT are 
the inspirations that I refer to the most. 
GM: How do you fill your down time? 


JO: I have a dog that keeps me 
very occupied. He’s all I want to be 
around when I’m not working. 

GM: Do you have a partner and how 
does he feel about your profession? 

If you are single what kind of man 
is likely to catch your eye? 

JO: Interesting question. I do have a 
boyfriend, we live together, and he’s 
very proud of me and my work, but I 
think he freaks out a little sometimes 
because all of a sudden I’m on porn 
sets and shooting hard-ons all day. The 
thing is, this is my job, and it’s my life... I 
never thought I would be doing what 
I’m doing, but here I am, and I love my 
job, so it has to be respected. But the 
kind of guy that catches my eye is one 
with confidence. To me, a guy can be 
fat, thin, dark hair, blonde, whatever, 
it’s all about the way he carries himself, 
that’s what makes a man hot to me. 

GM: With a self described “mouth 
like a construction worker”, what 
is your favorite curse word? 

JO: I’ve been good on this interview 
actually. Well, the best is c*nt, 
because its sooo offensive to 


people... and I use it often. 

GM: Do you have a favorite locale, 
model, and equipment when shooting? 

JO: I have muses. I find a guy I love to 
shoot and shoot him a lot. Joe Sayers, Sam, 
Ivan, my boyfriend Brad, and my new 
favorite is Torres, who will be one of the 
shots I’ll send you, he’s incredible...then 
there are my model models, like Ben and 
James who give 110% every time. I like 
guys who are willing to take it there, and 
have fun, and are ready for anything. 

GM: Testosterone is a hot book! 

What's next for Joe Oppedisano? 

JO: Two things, one is a book of nudes 
of superstar Joe Sayers, which we 
are still working on, and another is 
almost a part two to Testosterone, 
and it takes everything and revs it 
up 100% fast forward. Much more 
porn...but still very slick and glossy. 

GM: Thanks Joe. Great interview. 

JO: Yeah, next time your in the village 
you better call me for coffee bitch!
